Amend the bill by inserting after the title and before the enacting clause the following:

‘Emer gency preamble. Wher eas, actsand resolves of the L egislature do not become effective
until 90 days after adjournment unless enacted as emergencies; and

Wher eas, the Caribou Utilities District needs immediate authority to contract with personsinside
and outside the district to provide for disposal of sewage and commercia and industrial wastewater; and

Wher eas, in the judgment of the Legislature, these facts create an emergency within the meaning
of the Constitution of Maine and require the following legislation as immediately necessary for the
preservation of the public peace, health and safety; now, therefore,’

Amend the bill by adding before the summary the following:

‘Emer gency clause. Inview of the emergency cited in the preamble, this legislation takes effect
when approved.’

Utilities District has necessary authority immediately to contract with persons inside and outside the
district to provide for disposal of sewage and commercial and industrial wastewater.
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
